Germ Isolated; Find Serum 


ROM E W—An Am erican research 
group today pictured cancer as an 
infectious disease, like tuberculosis 
or syphilis, caused by a tiny o rg an ­ 
ism . 


Presenting a series of papers to 
the sixth International Congress of 
Microbiology, the group claim ed to 
have isolated the m icro-organism . 
Its m em bers said they have ob­ 
tained an anti-serum from bodies of 
anim als infected with the disease 
and that the anti-serum weakens 
and sometimes destroys the cancer- 
•c a using organism , 
Offer New Concept 
The reports w ere read by Dr. 
Virginia Wuerthele-Case, Dr. E l­ 
eanor Alexander-Jackson, Dr. W 
L. Smith, and Dr. G. A Clark, all 
associated with the P resbyterian 
Hospital, Newark. N, J. 
They said their study of cancer 
induced in white m ice and guinea 
pigs “ has led to the concept thai 
can cer does not consist of a local­ 
ized tum or alone." 
Instead, they pictured it as gen­ 
eralized disease caused by an or­ 
ganism in the hum an blood stream . 
It is present in alm ost all ani­ 
m al life, including hum an beings, 
the group declared. 
G enerally it is held in check by 
im m une bodies built up by the in­ 
dividual. Tumors and other signs of 
cancer appear when the balance is 
destroyed by irritations or other 
outside causes, the papers said. 
The work is adm ittedly prelim i­ 
n ary in nature, and som e of the 
other scientists attending the ses­ 
sion were inclined to look upon the 
report with considerable reserve. 
The New Je rse y doctors said the 
m icro-organism has been isolated 
from blood and tumors of "h u n ­ 
d red s" of cancer patients and ani­ 
m ats according to the researchers. 
They did not define the exact m e th ­ 
ods.

“ Industries will not c o m e to a 
state where the threat of flood 
dam age exists.” Fine said in an 
address yesterday as he officially 
opened construction of the new IO 
million dollar Sinnem a honing Dam. 
The dam . to be constructed 30 
miles southeast of here on the first 
fork of the Sinnemabomng Creek, 
is designed to case flood conditions 
on the West Branch of the Susque­ 
hanna River. The creek is a main 
tributary of the Susquehanna. 
"This dam will help bring finan­ 
cial security to the West Branch 
Valley 
when 
industry sees 
that 
something 
is 
being 
done 
about 
flood control,” Fine told about 250 
legislators, state officials and civic 
leaders at the dam site. 
First Without I*. S. Funds 
Fine said the construction of t!» 
dam and reservoir is the first Such 
project ever undertaken by a state 
without federal funds. The General 
State 
Authority—borrow-and-build 
agency for the comm onwealth—is 
Tnancing the project. 
F.ne used a chrom ium - plated 
spade to turn over the first ground 
from the dam which is expected to j 
be completed by the end of 1955. A 
contract for 16.720.570 already has 
been awarded with another 3l2 m il­ 
lions needed for road relocations, 
acquiring land and architects’ fees. 
There have been ll m ajor floods 
along the West Branch since 1900 
and the Sinnemahoning Dam 
is 
part of an overall project to end 
recurring floods. The state under­ 
took the construction when Hie fed­ 
eral government withdrew. Three 
other dam s are included in the 
overall plans 
Personal Interest 
Fine told a luncheon group in 
Lock Haven prior to the cerem on­ 
ies he took “ a personal interest in 
. obtaining some m easure of flood 
control for the West Branch sys­ 
tem ” after receiving "an im pres­ 
sive and big lesson” in what has 
happened in previous floods. 
He said he agreed with State Sen. 
George B. Stevenson i R-Clinton * 
that part of the money to pay for 
the dam should come from royal-1 
ties and lease fees of state-owmed 
land in Clinton and Cameron coun­ 
ties where natural gas in produced. 
' It is moat fitting that some­ 
thing produced in the region should 
help to pay or offset the cost of the 
first fork dam ." Fine said.

likeable young couple steeped in 
photography, whose home was more 
workshop than living quarters. In 
time, Ed’s home-grown specialty and 
perfection in making his own color 
prints developed into a career. It 
turned his garage and basem ent into 
a color laboratory now employing 
ten people and producing the finest 
dye transfer and carbro color prints 
for national magazines and New 
York's top advertising agencies and 
commercial photo studios. 
Some months ago we sat iii his 
living room and admired the pic­ 
tures on the wall - an original water 
color, a lithograph, an oil, a Ja p a ­ 
nese silk screen painting and one of 
his own color prints. Hanging elscA 
where 
were 
other 
framed 
color 
photographs taken by other pho­ 
tographers. They made attractive 
decorations and soon Ed Evans was 


launched on a favorite topic. 
♦

“PHOTOGRAPHY,” he said ‘ is as 
capable of artistic m erit as painting, 
lithography or sculpture. A camera 
is a tool just as much as a brush 
or crayon or chisel. An original 
photograph has a place in the home 
for appreciation and decoration just 
as the products of the other me­ 
diums. Given the right subject m at­ 
ter and proper technical execution 
in the final print, you can live with 
—and •enjoy—a 
color 
photograph 
as you can other art work.” 
Of course. Ed's conviction has 
been shared by many people for 
many years but there has bern no 
general public acceptance of this 
idea to date. There are many in­ 
stances and places where photo­ 
graphs have been offered for sale 
but it is hardly national in scope

Ed had taken some/Tff the color 
photos which had been admired on 
his walls and was preparing to offer 
them to a national public. 
‘‘When tradesm en making deliv­ 
eries stop to admire a photo and 
ask

they, too. could

one like it,” he explained, “I de­ 
cided it was time to do something 
about it.”

KNOWING th at the norm al price 
of a dye transfer print from the 
Evans’ Color Lab was $150, the next 
question was w hether the price could 
be reduced by making a quantity of 
prints from the original set of sep­ 
a ra te d negatives.

Out of th at each photographer would 
get a royalty for each print sold,” 
he added.

Of the 
six selected, only one is his own, an 
autum n scene splashed with bright 
colors and an outdoor feeling. Two 
pictures have a more peaceful mood 
a winter sunset and harbor tug­ 
boats at dusk. T heres a still life, a 
close-up of a weathered lantern on 
an old Hbarn. The final two are 
exercises in color for decorative pur­ 
poses by Jeannette Klute, whose 
m anipulation of the color process 
while doing research work for E ast­ 
m an Kodak is called “Derivations.” 
If Evans' hunch is right and his 
selection of what the public likes is

Commandeer Truck

men com m andeered a small deliv- 
try truck, jum ped on the running 
boards, and the chase was on.

driver was credited by police as a 
hero. “ He deserves a m edal,” they 
said. The truck driver left before 
anyone learned his name. 
The tunnel patrolm en on the run­ 
ning boards, Thomas Gannon and 
Robert Merz, held their fire be­ 
cause of the traffic flowing through 
the tunnel tow ards M anhattan.

Two other very early suspen­ 
sion bridges were constructed by 
Roebling in Pittsburgh, one to 
carry an aqueduct across the Al­ 
legheny and the other to carry' 
traffic across the Monongahela. 
Much earlier than any of these

bridges was a narrow foot way 
supported by wire rope across 
the Schuylkill at the Falls and 
in use before 1817. It was, how­ 
ever, by its early wooden truss 
bridges, dating back to the last 
years of the Eighteenth Century', 
that Philadelphia was first per­ 
manently connected with the 
West. Successors to those wood­ 
en bridges and still serving as 
im portant links in Pennsylva­
